PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain an 
aligning dividing type liquid crystal display device 
whose manufacture is made easy. 
SOLUTION: This liquid crystal display device is 
constituted by allowing a liquid crystal layer to be 
held between two sheets of substrates made of 
glass or the like and by allowing gate terminals 
105, gate wirings 104, control electrodes 101 and 
drain terminals 107 to be arranged in the liquid 
crystal layer and, moreover, the device has the 
control electrode terminal 103 of the control 
electrodes 101 having an independent state in 
which it does not intersect the gate wirings 105. 
Furthermore, the device is constituted by allowing 
a terminal part 9 including this control electrode 
terminal 103 f the gate terminals 105 and drain 
terminals 107 to be arranged on the sides of the 
outer sides 111 of a substrate panel. By this 
constitution, an optional voltage can be applied to 
the control electrode 103, the intensity of an 
oblique electric field becoming necessary for 
dividing the orientation can be set optimumly. As 
a result, the dividing of the orientation can be 
performed satisfactorily. Moreover, since there is 
not a part where control electrodes including 
wirings and terminals and the gate wirings are 
overlapped, short circuits can be improved and 
the manufacturing yield of the device becomes 
satisfactory. 
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
